Plants Are Rarely Profitable for More 
Than One Crop— Turn Under 
Some Green Crop. 
• 
Strawberries ate rarely profitable 
for more than one crop, lf the patch 
Is to be refruited, mow off the old j 
vines after picking is over anti burn j 
them, and then plow out the old plants. 
leaving the runners to renew the ; 
patch. 
Manure or green crops such as soy I 
leans, cowpeas or clover should he ! 
turned under whenever possible. Very 
heavy and frequent manuring is not 
desired a s it is not a balanced fer­ 
tilizer, being deficient in phosphoric 
acid. 
In conjunction then with 15 to 
25 tons of barnyard manure per acre, 
acid phosphate should be added at the 
rate of 200 to OOO pounds. 
A complete chemical fertilizer is of 
value on a poor soil or where an ap­ 
plication of manure was not given. 
The materials can be purchased sep­ 
arately and mixed at home in the fol­ 
lowing proportions: 
I’D pounds nitrate of soda and 250 
pounds tankage. 
572 pounds acid phosphate. 
120 pounds muriate of potash. 
lf the patch is burned over after 
harvesting tin* crop every year*, ro­ 
tated every two or three years, and 
varieties resistant to leaf spot planted, 
very little trouble from Insects or dis­ 
e a s e should bo experienced.

In very bad outbreaks of apple 
canker, fall spraying with rather thick 
bordeaux mixture, at least as strong 
as 5-5-50, is advisable. This treatm ent 
is not usually necessary in most ap­ 
ple districts of the United States, but 
if tile grower is having a real tight 
against tipple cankers, the fall eradi­ 
cation should be made rather promptly 
as soon as the leaves are off, and the 
whole orchard should be sprayed with 
this mixture. 
This protects the tree 
against most of the reinfections in the 
bark and probably kills the spores on 
the .surface of the w«hh1 aud possibly 
many minor or incipient cankers.
